Pursuant to Section 33-3403, Idaho Code, the goal of the Bureau of Educational Services for the Deaf and Blind (IESDB) is to

assist school districts and state agencies in providing accessibility, quality, and equity to students in the state with sensory 1 _45
impairments through a continuum of service and placement options.

Services include operating a school for the deaf and the blind with residential and day campus programs. IESDB also operates
an outreach program with services for students throughout Idaho, as well as early intervention, and family consultation.

2021-2022 School Year:
The Campus Program is estimated to serve 131 students, ages 3 — 21.

The Outreach Program is estimated to serve 2,583 students, ages birth to 21.
